N eed c f th e Lit blo. 
What tho Bible has been and is can 
be understood only when we consider 
man iii the totality of his moral and 
spiritual needs, He has needed the Bi­ 
ble, bo needs it yet and he forever will 
need it. The Bible means man’s psycho­ 
logic demand for certainty, that he is a 
moral imbecile unless he can be confi­ 
dent that something is right, that there 
is something which is worthy of the 
name of authority. If the higher criti­ 
cism should put the Bible out of court, 
so that we uot only cease to kiss it, hut 
to regard it as a moral guide, we must 
find something which will take its 
place. If we admit that science is to 
become the source of moral authority in 
the future, it will be realized as such 
ouly if it becomes in some degree taboo 
aud insists that some things are worthy 
of being done and others not worthy.
